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Visit to Jamaica 


(Written while in Jamaica) 

In Port au Prince, Haiti, I was called 
an hour earlier to come to the plane base, 
but for some reason we were detained. 

We left Port au Prince, Haiti, about 


11:40 A, M. Wednesday, the 27th, and | 


had a pleasant trip over to Santiago, 
from there over to Kingston. We sailed 
very high the first hop to Santiago, (but 
not nearly so high as we did coming 
down from Miami to Port au Prince, 
when we reached an altitude of 10,000 
feet) but we sailed moderately low on 
over to Kingston. 

As we came around the eastern and 
southern boundary of Jamaica, my heart 
was filled with praise to God for such 
beautiful springtime scenes. All over the 
mountains are fields of coconut palms 
and banana trees, and spots here and 
there of the various tropical fruits, with 
pretty little thatched-roof, white houses 
dotting the hillsides. Then appeared every 
little bit, large Spanish-styled, palatial 
homes where the plantation owners lived. 
Down in the valley one could see the 
large fields of sugar cane. The whole 
view appeared as one big garden—but 
then, when you think of the many poor 
people there, still groping in sin, super- 
stition and worshipping devils, your very 
heart burns with love to see them deliv- 
ered from the strongholds of Satan. 

At the plane base, we were met by 
Brother H. A. Hudson, the Overseer of 
the Island, and Brother W. A. Shaw, pas- 
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tor of the church at Kingston, also 
Brother Hudson’s little boy. We drove 
into the city, were interviewed by a news 
reporter for “The Daily Gleaner,” and 
then came on to Brother Hudson’s place 
where we were refreshed for the welcome 
service held at the Kingston church. The 
entire church gave us such a hearty wel- 
come. Their program was very impres- 
sive, and after a few words of response 
the Lord blessed so that we all rejoiced; 
in fact, the power of God came down so 
forcefully that we gave way for an altar 
service in which, I’m confident, some 
thirty-five or forty rushed forward with- 
out an invitation song; several prayed 
very earnestly while some fifty or sixty 
workers prayed with them, urging them 
on to complete surrender. I understand 
of Brother Hudson that one was glori- 
ously saved and two or three were sanc- 
tified; frankly, I just couldn’t tell, but 
His blessed presence was so real—thank 
God. 

On Thursday morning, the 28th, the 
two big buses already chartered, were 
on the spot ro take us all to the conven- 
tion some fifty miles over in the moun- 
tains, to a place named “Farenough,” at 
Kellits Post Office. Well—yes, it was 
really farenough, It was far enough into 
the mountains from the city that you 
could feel yourself drawn nearer to the 
God who made the mountains. It was 
far enough to be nearer to more of our 
people, and they really came from far 


and near, and oh, how they did sing, 
pray, testify, and preach! In fact, the 
Lord was with them and you could 
imagine yourself in the midst of a big 
camp meeting all the time. Even while 
going and coming on the bus they sang— 
I mean they sang. I wished several times 
for Brother Otis L. McCoy to be pres- 
ent so that he could see and take note 
of the accent possible to some of his own 
songs. 

Away before service time, and instead 
of talking and visiting before services 
should begin, they arrive, kneel in prayer, 
and enter right into the singing, for | 
suppose the first one there began sing- 
ing, and without scarcely missing a beat 
they change from one chorus to another 
until the minister calls for order for the 
program of the convention. Praise God 
for such whole-hearted worship. Then 
when you think of these souls being freed 
from their old superstition and some of 
worshipping the devil in services similar 
to Christian worship, and so burdened 
down by extremely hard labor, and see 
and hear them shout and praise God, it 
stirs you to your deepest sympathy for 
them and most earnest gratitude to God 
for His loving mercies to mankind, Truly 
the Lord is so wonderful. When He saw 
the multitude so weary and hungering, 
He was moved with compassion—love—- 
yes, love so real that it caused Him to 
give—His service—His life. Have you

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The Dispensation of Conscience 


After man’s transgression and the ex- 
pulsion from his home of beauty and 
comfort, we have what is known as the 
Adamic covenant. Gen. 3:14-19. Here 
the Lord places a curse on the serpent 
and announces the enmity that would be 
between his seed and the seed of the 
woman. He also places on Eve the obli- 
gation of the dispensation in which she 
entered. Adam was placed under a cove- 
nant and he was to get his living by the 
sweat of his face. The earth was cursed 
with thorns and thistles which man was 
to subdue in cultivation, The Adamic 
covenant conditions the life of fallen 
man. These conditions must last until the 
kingdom age when the creature shall be 
delivered from the bondage of corrup- 
tion. Rom. 8:21. Of course, man can be 
redeemed from his fallen state and have 
the joy and peace of holiness in his heart, 
but the final redemption will come when 
Jesus comes to set up His kingdom. We 
think of man’s first garments, when the 
animals were slain and coats were made 
for them. This is an index finger point- 
ing to the final redemption of man 
through Jesus Christ. From this time 
forth men began to look for a Redeemer 
and all the antediluvian mothers were 
expecting one to be born through some 
of their lineage. 


When man was expelled from the gar- . 


den for his disobedience, he came to a 
personal experimental knowledge of good 
and evil. Through that knowledge his 
conscience awoke. Man was responsible 
to do all known good, to abstain from 
all known evil, and to approach God 
through sacrifice. There was no written 
Word but we learn from the Scriptures 
that God visited man or sent His angels 
to communicate with him concerning the 
things He would have him do. It seems 
that Cain and Abel were acquainted 
with God’s demands for that dispensation, 
In Gen. 4:3-5 we have an account of the 
first offering. Cain brought of the fruit 
of the ground in a careless unthankful 
way which was not accepted by the 
Lord. Abel’s offering was of the first- 
lings of the flock. We understand by this 
that he brought of the best of his flock 
and God accepted his offering. God did 
not accept Cain’s offering and this made 
him very wroth. God spoke to him and 
said, “Why art thou wroth? and why is 
thy countenance fallen? If thou doest 
well, shalt thou not be accepted?” He 
stated to him thar “sin lieth at the door.” 

We have an account of his murder of 
his brother, Gen. 4:8-10. Here we find 
God visiting him again and talking with 
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him concerning his crime. God placed 
a curse on him and Cain cried out 
to God in sorrow. God told him that 
when “thou tillest the ground ir shall 
not henceforth yield,” and that he should 
be a fugitive and a vagabond and Cain 
said, “My punishment is more than I can 
bear.” 

Ir verse 14 we have a description of 
Cain’s plea and it seems that the presence 
of God had been ever with him. God 
placed a mark on Cain and said, “Who- 
soever slayeth Cain vengeance shall be 
taken of him sevenfold.” In verse 16 we 
have an account of Cain going out from 
the presence of God into the land of 
Nod. It has been quite an interesting 
question as to where Cain gor his wife, 
but the best authority will bear out the 
fact that his wife was his sister and he 
took her with him. 

THE DESCENDANTS OF CAIN 

Gen. 4:16-24. Enoch begat Irad. Irad 
begat Mehujael, Mehujael begat Methu- 
sael, Methusael begat Lamech. Lamech 
took unto him two wives. The name of 
one was Adah, the other Zillah. Adah 
bore Jabel. He was the father of such as 
dwell in tents and of such as have cattle. 
His brother’s name was Jubel. He was 
the father of all such as handle harps and 
organs. Zillah also bore Tubal-cain, an 
instructor of every artificer in brass and 
iron. From the descendants of Cain we 
have introduced into the world trading 
and merchandise. Jabel dealt in tents anid 
cattle, Jubel in harps and organs, and 
Tubal in iron and brass. It is said that 
these men introduced into the antediluvi- 
an world greed and many things that 
were of the world. Tubal was the first 
man who ever made a sword and taught 
his sons to use it. He introduced war and 
bloodshed. This lineage is called “the 
sons of men.” 

THE RIGHTEOUS LINEAGE 
FROM SETH 

Eve bore Adam another son and called 
his name Seth. The word “Seth” means 
“in the place of.” Seth became a right- 
eous son and was given in the place of 
Abel. Seth begat Enos. Enos begat 
Cainan. Cainan begat Mahalaleel. Ma- 
halaleel began Jared. Jared begat Enoch. 
Enoch begat Methuselah. Methuselah be- 
gat Lamech. These are sons of Seth, 
which are the sons of righteousness, Seth’s 
sons were religiously inclined and heark- 
ened to the voice of God and they were 
called “the sons of God.” Lamech begat 
Noah and Noah begat Shem, Ham, and 
Japheth. 

It is said of Enoch that he walked 


with God. This is the Enoch from the 
righteous seed of Seth. Back in the times 
of conscience God visited the earth and 
men were in direct contact with Him. 
All of God’s dealings with man in this 
dispensation are not recorded, but man 
was required to be holy, Eph. 1:1, 3, 4. 
We notice that all the sons of God men- 
tioned in this dispensation are from a 
righteous lineage and they were supposed 
to steer clear of worldliness and war. 
Their mode of worship was to sacrifice 
and obey the voice of God. This is clear- 
ly proven by the statement that Enoch 
walked with God. 

CAIN’S DESCENDANTS WORLDLY 

Cain’s descendants introduced trading 
in tents, cattle, harps, organs, iron and 
brass. Here we have the first account of 
speculation on the things that man pro- 
duced, and the result was war and blood- 
shed. It is said that these people were 
wicked above all people and were entirely 
separated from the righteous seed. 

In Gen. 6:4 we have an account of the 
sons of God mixing with the daughters of 
men. This introduced sin and transgres- 
sion into the righteous lineage. Verses 5-7 
show God’s attitude toward the inhabi- 
tants of the earth. He planned to destroy 
them from off the face of the earth for 
their wickedness. Verses 8-13 give a de- 
scription of God’s conversation with 
Noah and His intention to destroy the 
inhabitants of the earth, Verse 12 says, 
“God looked upon the earth, and, be- 
hold, it was corrupt for all flesh had 
corrupted his way upon the earth.” In 
verse 13 God tells Noah that the earth 
is filled with violence, ‘‘and, behold, I 
will destroy them.” 

Noah found grace in the eyes of the 
Lord and set about to obey His com- 
mand in building an ark according to the 
description that God gave him. This re- 
sulted in the saving of his house and two 
of every animal and fowl. 

THE TRANSLATION OF ENOCH 

This translation is a type of the rap- 
tured saints. Noah and his family being 
saved from the deluge by the ark is also 
a type of the resurrected and raptured 
saints who miss the tribulation week. Up 
until the time of the flood no rain had 
ever fallen. The earth was watered by 
dew. As Noah preached to the people 
righteousness, they criticized and made 
fun of him because he had built a boat 
on dry land and predicted rain. But we 
tind in the seventh chapter and twelfth 
verse, “And the rain was upon the earth, 
and it rained forty days and forty

Jesus the 
Prince and Savior, came that He might 
“give repentance to Israel and forgiveness 
of sins” (Acts 5:31). What a boon to 
poor lost sinners! What if there were no 
repentance for any! 

1. The truly repentant are willing to 
confess their sins. It was John who said, 
“If we confess our sins he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness” (1 John 1: 
9). In the great revival at Ephesus “many 
that believed came and confessed 
shewed their deeds.” And many who 
“used curious arts brought their books 
together, and burned them.” These books 
were valued at 50,000 pieces of silver. 
This was a real revival. 

2. Those who truly repent will retrace 
their steps, as far as possible. When little 
Zaccheus met the Savior face to face he 
turned right about. “Behold, Lord, the 
half of my goods I give to the poor, and 
if I have taken any thing from any man 
by false accusation I restore him four- 
fold” (Luke 19:8), were the gracious 
words that fell from the lips of this re- 
pentant man. And many a man has tak- 
en this same route to find the Lord. Re- 
pentance is not only to be sorry for sin, 
but it is to turn our back on it, and un- 
do it as far as possible, and practice it 
no more. 

3. A man who is repentant sees the 
evil of his sins, and accepts as just the 
punishment and pains that come upon 
him on that account, The Psalmist said, 
“My sin is ever before me” (Ps. 53:1). 
And further he said God “hath not dealt 
with us after our sins; nor rewarded us 
according to our iniquities” (Ps. 103: 
10). That is, He hath not punished us 
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as we deserve. Ezra said God hath “pun- 
ished us less than our iniquities deserve” 
(Heb. 9:13), and so when men see the 
wickedness of sin they realize the justice 
of God in punishing it. 

4. Repentance includes a godly sorrow 
for sin. When God sent the plagues upon 
the Egyptians, Pharaoh finally said, “I 
have sinned” (Ex. 10:16). And when 
God delivered Saul into the hands of 
David and his men who mercifully spared 
him, Saul seemed to see himself and said, 
“I have sinned” (1 Sam. 26:21), but 
neither in Pharaoh nor in Saul did there 
seem to be any real repentance, as their 
actions later showed. When David was 
brought face to face with his sin he said, 
“I have sinned” (2 Sam. 12:13), and 
later he said, “I have sinned greatly” (2 
Sam. 24:10). He really repented and 
God forgave him, as the Scriptures show. 
It means much to repent as David did. 
Read Psalms 51. 

5. When men repent of sin their con- 
duct will show it. John the Baptist said, 
“Bring forth therefore fruits meet for re- 
pentance” (Matt. 3:8). The prodigal re- 
pented when he turned his steps toward 
his father’s house. True repentance will 
be evidenced by a changed life. 


6. Repentance is to be followed by be- 
lieving the gospel, or by believing on 
Jesus as Savior. Salvation does not come 
by good works, or good feelings, or be- 
cause we deserve it, but it comes by be- 
lieving on Jesus the crucified Savior, who 
died for us according to the Scriptures. 
Those who repent and believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ are saved. 





Revival Needed 

A university president said: “It is my 
deliberate conviction that there can be 
no lasting relief from the social and po- 
litical ills which plague us, unless and 
until there is an essential change of spirit- 
ual and moral condition in the rank and 
file of men.” Nation-wide revival is the 
great need of the hour. Let us pray “Lord 
revive us again.” 





“If it be possible as much as lieth in 
you, live peaceably with all men.” The 
Christian seeks no quarrel with any. If 
fellowships and friendships are broken, 
see that it is no fault of yours. 
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The Christian Life 
To serve the Lord faithfully is the 


most happy and satisfying way to live 
on this earth. St. Paul says, “Godliness is 
profitable unto all things, having promise 
of the life that now is and of that which 
is to come.” 

But how many thousands even attend 
some church, and possibly the Sunday 
School too, and yet know not the joys 
of salvation. Some are not willing to give 
up the world and sin, and others do not 
know how to seek God, nor understand 
the native of the Christian life. 

1. It is important to know that a di- 


-vine revelation is necessary in becoming a 


Christian. Such a revelation is God’s 
Word. It lights the way and shows us 
how to come to God and be saved. It 
shows us how to live the Christian life, 
and reveals the things that concern the 
heavenly state and that which is to be 
in the future. The psalmist says, “Thy 
word is a lamp unto my feet and a light 
unto my pathway.” 

2. We are taught in God’s Word that 
we must be born again. This is the way 
to become a Christian. You cannot be 
saved just by going to church and Sun- 
day School and trying to act good. You 
must be forgiven and the peace of God 
put in your heart. Only Jesus can do this, 

3. After being converted there are 
many other truths to learn and other ex- 
periences to be received. It is very neces- 
sary to learn to pray about everything, 
and to read the Bible in order to know 
the will of God. Attendance upon pub- 
lic worship should not be neglected. It is 
here that God meets with His people and 
reveals to them His plan and thoughts 
for their lives. And as they follow on to 
know Him they increase in peace and 
joy, and understand His will more and 
more. 

4. To make the most of your Christian 
life you need to put your very best 
thought and effort into it. You should 
seek to keep the victory every moment 
of the day. You may do this by constant 
prayer and keeping your mind on the 
Lord, and by counting over and claiming 
the promises given in His Word. After 
getting saved the most important thing 
is to live the Christian life faithfully. 

5. It is most encouraging to know that 
when we are saved the Spirit of God 
bears witness to that fact (Rom. 8:16), 
and as we live the Christian life the 
Spirit of God abides in our hearts and 
quickens and energizes us to go on with 
God. “Hereby we know that we dwell in 
him, and he in us, because he hath given 
us of his Spirit,” 1 John 4:13,

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Missionary Experiences in the 
Holy Land

Time alone is unlimited, and time alone 
is unchangeable. Man doth well in the 
changes wrought by his hands. But God 
alone can change the times. So as man 
stands empty-handed and helpless before 
the continuous beating of time, time 
Passes on awaiting for no man. The mo- 
ments fiee into hours, hours into days, 
days into years, and years into a lifetime. 
Who dareth then, to waste the hours and 
count not each moment precious? Who 
knoweth not but this moment was al- 
lotted to me for the eternal good of an- 
other, and should I count it but naught, 
will Heaven forgive? 

These words express the message that 
came with deep emotion to my own heart 
as I stood in the footsteps of the Master 
and heard Him say, “Say not ye, There 
are yet four months, and then cometh 
harvest? behold, I say unto you, Lift up 
your eyes, and look on the fields; for 
they are white already to harvest.” These 
words of Christ pierced deep into my 
heart with a greater force and purpose as 
I walked down the gang plank and placed 
my feet on the soil of this land called 
“holy.” And as I travel from place to 
place throughout this land, these same 
words keep sounding in my ears as a 
prayer in tones of bitter agony for the 
lost souls. Yes! for the thousands and 
thousands of lost souls perishing in heath- 
en darkness within sight of the mount 
upon which Christ died to save them. 
Can one believe that within the borders 
of this smail country there are over 
1,300,000 souls who know not the Christ 
who suffered and died here to save them? 

FRIGHTFUL MOMENTS 

My missionary work and _ contacts 
among these people during the last six 
months have given me varied and many 
experiences. In the first two months after 
my arrival here I faced missionary work 
to the tune of airplanes, bombs, machine 
guns, etc. All missionary work was hin- 
dered by the powers of Satan in this 
fighting and bloodshed which covered 
the country. At first I was almost afraid 
to get very far away from my room for 
fear I’d be accosted with “Are you a Jew 
or Arab?” and have them do something 
about it before I could decide just which 
it would be better to be in that particular 
instance. Think of a city being under 
curfew for six months with no one out- 
side the houses after 6:30 P. M. After I 


had been here a while I became more 
courageous. I went to the British officials 
and in due time I convinced them of 
my need for a special “Curfew Pass” 
which would let me out at nights. While 
I was given permission to continue my 
work at night, yet the frightful condi- 
tions of this country made it unsafe. 

As I very vividly recall, one breathless 
moment gave sufficient proof of this 
danger. It happened early one evening 
just after I had left my room to make a 
call in another Jewish quarter. The moon 
was beaming in all its eastern glory. The 
sky clearly was peppered with stars. In 
spite of the baying of dogs, the braying 
of donkeys, and the distant howls of 
jackals from the surrounding mountains, 
Jerusalem was still, She seemed dead. In 
the nights before, Jerusalem had been 
very much alive with the firing of guns 
and thunder of bombs from all parts of 
the city. But tonight she seemed to be 
sweetly resting in blissful slumber be- 
neath the smile of a golden moon. Apart 
from the soldiers stationed along the nar- 
row streets, there was not a soul to be 
seen. I felt quite safe because most of the 
shooting and killing had been taking 
place in or near the Old City. There had 
been no firing at all that night along the 
streets I was walking. After I had gone 
some distance I passed all the buildings 
on this street and was now walking for 
a short distance out in the open with an 
olive grove on my left and nothing but 
bare hills on my right. I had gone only 
a short distance in this open space until 
firing began from among the olive trees. 
Of course, my first thought was to seek 
cover, but there was no cover. It was 
too far for me to run back to the build- 
ings. So, after standing breathless for a 
moment, I dashed for cover behind an 
old olive tree. The firing continued until 
the high-powered searchlight from the 
army camps was focused upon the grove, 
and the soldiers drove the killers back into 
the hills. With a fainting heart and 
trembling knees I ran for cover in the 
nearest building. 

Notwithstanding the dangerous con- 
ditions, and even during the worst part 
of the trouble, opportunity was given 
me to reach some of the people with the 
gospel. In the homes, streets, and prisons 
I found many people eager to hear a tes- 
timony of Christ and a gospel which 
gave hope to a soon coming of the Mes- 
siah to bring peace on earth. It was a 
time in which both the Jews and the 
Arabs were more receptive to the Word 
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of God. In speaking with the elderly 
Jews about the Messiah being their only 
hope of peace and salvation, one could 
see the tears of mourning and the pain 
of persecution vanish from their faces, 
leaving a renewed spark of faith to add 
to that inextinguishable flame of hope 
which has preserved this people down 
through the ages. 
HEBREW SCHOOLS 

Some of my best contacts for mission- 
ary work with the Jews have been while 
studying Hebrew, their language, in the 
Jewish schools. In these schools I have 
been able to find something of the true 
attitude of the leading class of Jews to- 
ward Christianity, Many of these con- 
tacts have grown into real friendships 
among both the professors and the stu- 
dents and have been revealing and prof- 
itable. I have been able to understand the 
true blindness and feeling of the Jewish 
people better. For only by knowing their 
language, their history, their religious 
background, the teachings of their own 
religion, as well as the influence of other 
religions upon them, can one under- 
stand them and know how to approach 
them most effectively with the gospel of 
Christ. 


In one of the evening classes which I° 


attended I was amazed to find Jewish im- 
migrants, old and young, from at least 
fifteen different countries. Many of 
them had just arrived, coming from all 
parts of the world. It was of interest to 
move among these Jews and hear them 
speaking so many different languages. 
One might easily think he was present at 
Babel during the confusion of tongues. 


In the classrooms there were the moth- 
ers and daughters, fathers and sons, old 
and young, all alike were eagerly study- 
ing Hebrew, and in this way contribut- 
ing their part to the welding of the many 
language groups into one. I was touched 
to find in one of the classes a very elder- 
ly woman who was just beginning to 
study Hebrew. She was another one 
among the thousands of wandering Jews, 
who, being robbed and driven from their 
homes in Germany or Poland, had come 
with prayers and hopes to find a home 
in the land of their fathers. Although her 
hair was white, her face wrinkled with 
age, her feet tottering, and her eyes dim, 
she must begin life over again as a child 
by learning to speak Hebrew, the lan- 
guage of her new neighbors. 


The missionary work done in Jerusalem 
has been only through personal contacts. 
I have been able to have numbers of 
young Jewish men call at my room. 
Among them is a policeman who is very 
interested and receptive to my testimony. 
I would ask my praying friends to re- 
member him in prayer. 
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My Appreciation of Bible 
School 

My vocabulary and the vocabularies of 
all languages fail to express the sincerity 
of my appreciation for Bible School. 
Truly I thank the Lord for the privilege 
and opportunity I have had to attend 
these two terms of School. 

Bible School has meant very much to 
me. Here we are taught the Word of 
God from Genesis through Revelation. 
We do not claim to know all about the 
Bible but we have been blessed by study- 
ing it. We have teachers that know how 
to rightly divide the Word and so they 
have taught and expounded unto us the 
doctrine, teachings, and principles of the 
Bible and a Christian life. 

We have many different precious and 
valuable studies of which I will mention 
a few: Bible Two deals with the Old 
Testament, gives the journeyings of the 
patriarchs, the wandering of the children 
in the wilderness, the conquests of Ca- 
naan, also the judges and kings of Is- 
rael. This is a wonderful study and re- 
lates history unto us of God’s people. 

Another great subject is Bible Three 
which gives us Acts of the Apostles, 
General and Pauline epistles. This is 
very, very interesting. Bible One takes 
up the life of Christ in the four Gospels. 
This is an inspiring and edifying sub- 
ject. 











Parliamentary Law, 
Church History, Bible Atlas, Teacher’s 
Training Course, Missions, Homiletics, 
Prophecy and Music. These subjects are 
all very helpful and beneficial for the 
ministry. Space will not permit me to 
write on each of these, but I wish to 
say that each one is worthy of the 
highest of praise and I thank God for a 
school within our own Church which 
can offer to its laity and ministry the 
studies of which I have just mentioned. 
Say, if you will come to this school 
next term, you will never regret it and 
I’m sure God will bless you and you too 
will agree with me that this is the best 
school in all the world.—A B. T. S. stu- 
dent, Elmo Jennings, Asheville, N. C.

not seen? Can you not see? What have 
you given? What are you giving? 
Brother Hudson had a well-arranged 
program which schedule was full. Be- 
sides several speakers during the day, he 
had four and five in the evening service, 
for thirty minutes each. When one’s time 
was up, Brother Hudson would tap the 
little desk bell and the speaker stopped 
short, not another word toward his sub- 
ject—sometimes “pray for me” or “God 
bless you” ended it all. They preached 
like they sang—for all they were worth. 
I enjoyed the messages and I know 
much good was done toward strengthen- 
ing the people.

There were 
as many as seventy-five or a hundred 
seeking God at a time.
